Strango Kewf from China. 


The uovrs from China is of an astonigbiug 


cbiruotor. 
It is not remarkable for aay 


uuexpocted success of the rebels, or ti re- 
covery of their lost fortune by the Imperi- 
alists. The Insurgents DOW hold Nankiu, 
which is reported to be iu a state of ruiu, 
Chin-kiang, and Yang-chon-, and the pos- 
sessions between these cities, all of which 
are put up in a complete state of defence. 
The Imperial party, however, arc not by any 
means despairing. 
They gird themselves 


with great energy to prosecute the war, and 
have already purchased a number of foreign 
vessels, which had been sent up the river 
- to them before the middle of May. 


The current rumor of the massacre of a 


large number of Europeans is treated as a 
pure fabrication. 


The British ship Hermos had returned 


from a voyage of discovery into the interior, 
and Sir George Bonbain had brought back 
from his eventful trip the most astounding 
intelligence respecting the character nf the 
insurgents. 
He describes them as Chris- 


tians of the Protestant order, acknowledg- 
ing but one God, in three persons—the Fath- 
er, Jesus Christ the Saviour, and the lloly 
Spirit. 
Their Chief forbids the application 


to himself of the terms "Supreme," "Ho- 
ly," <%c., on the ground that they belong to 
God alone. Their moral code is the Ten 
Commandments. 
The Bible, translated

Narrow Escape of a Missionary. 


Froti: letters lately received iu this city, 


wo buve information of a narrow escape from 
death experienced by iluv. John A. .Butler, 
a missionary of the American Board at S. 
Africa. 
Mr. Butler was formerly a resi- 


dent of South Boston, and big large circle 
of friends cannot but rejoice at bis escape 
from the very jaws of death. 
The perils of 


travelling iu South Africa are most graphi- 
cally narrated in the following extract from 
one of the letters referred to: 


"Mr. Butler was travelling to Auiaba 


Coopers, and was forced in bis way to cross 
tbe Uuikomazi. 


''No natives being at hand to manage the 


boat, ho ventured to cross ou horseback, 
though tbo water was deep and turbid. 
As 


be went over &afely, when bo returned tho 
nest day he again ventured into the river in 
the same way. 
When about two-thirds of 


the way across, his horse suddenly kicked 
and plunged, as if to disengage himself from 
his rider; and the next moment a crocodile 
seized Mr. Butler's thigh with his horrible 
jaws. 
Tho river at this place is about one 


hundred and fifty yards wide, if measured 
at right angles witb tbe current; but from 
the place we enter to the placu wo go out, 
tbe distance is three times as great.

water at high tide, and when tbe river is 
not swollen, is from four to eight or ten 
fest deep. 
On each side tbe banks arc 


skirted witb high grass and reeds. 


"Mr. 
Butler, when be felt the sharp 


teetli of tbc crocodile, clung to the mane of 
his horse with a death-bold. Instantly he 
was dragged from the saddle; and both he 
aud the horse were floundering iu water, 
often dragged entirely under, and rapidly 
going down the stream. 
At first tbe croco- 


dile drew them again to tbe middle of the 
river ; but at last the horse gained shallow 
water, and approached the shore. 
As soon 


as he was within reach, natives ran to his 
assistance, and beat off tbe crocodile with 
speurs and clubs. 


"JMr. Butler was pierced with five deep 


gasbes, and had lost much blood. He left 
all his garments, except his shirt and coat,
